At 9 a. m. th ey lowered h is body into th e ground, alongside th e oth er 
men wh o h ave died in th is bloody camp aign. A bugler sounded “tap s”

ed across nearby Hagush i beach , 
wh ere Buckner led h is men ash ore 
on Easter Sunday.

There a sector will be allo­ 
cated to the use of the Americans, 
SHAFF will be abolished when 
the Anglo - American combined 
chiefs of staff decide. 
Eisenhower said accredited cor­ 
respondents would be permitted in 
any area he controlled. He declined 
to add that this would apply to 
all of Berlin when he takes his 
turn as head of the Allied council, 
saying the question had not been 
raised before. 
Various m atters of administra­ 
tion will be coordinated between 
the respective occupied areas of 
Germany, Eisenhower said, men­ 
tioning communications, transpor­ 
tation, health and sanitation. He 
left the impression that such ques­ 
tions have not been fully worked 
out, with the Britiah and Ruffians, 
as reports from Europe have in­ 
dicated.

Germs are alway s 
presen t in the n ose, but un til the 
resistan ce of the tissue cells is re­ 
d uced by some ex tern al or in tern al 
cause, the serin s will have n o til 
effect on the tissues. 
Accord in g to Doctor A rthur G. 
Wells of En glan d , there are sev­ 
eral con d ition s outsid e of the n ose 
itself which may be factors in pro­ 
d ucin g con tin ued n asal d ischarge 
or chron ic run n in g n ose in chil­ 
d ren . Youn g child ren an d y oun g 
ad ults have these d isord ers* more 
often than d o old er person s, an d 
boy s are affected more often than 
girls. 
Ex posure to Cold 
Ex posure to cold , wet weather, 
may be a factor in prod ucin g n a.^al 
in flammation . Doctor Wells also 
thin ks that ex posure of the feet to 
wet an d cold may be a common 
cause for n asal in flammation . The 
cold probably acts by a d isturb­ 
an ce of the mechan ism which con ­ 
trols the size of the blood vessels. 
Wearin g too much clothin g or too 
little may also be a factor. Too 
much clothin g, he thin ks, may 
eau« e the skin to become too sen si­ 
tive to an y ex posure, while wear­ 
in g too little clothin g puts a strain 
on the gen eral vitality . 
Doctor Wells also ad vises again st 
wearin g wool clothin g n ex t lo the 
skin as it d ocs n ot absorb moisture 
easily an d when wool clothin g has 
absorbed moisture, it d oes n ot get 
rid of the moisture easily , so that 
the evaporation of sw eat is hin ­ 
d ered . He favors a combin ation of 
lin en an d cotton un d erclothin g. 


Con d ition s Within Nrwe 
Of course, there are con d ition s 
within the n ose itself uhich may 


lead to the d evelopmen t of tn flam 
oration . These in clud e abn ormal 
ben d in g of the septum in the n ose 
or an y other d isord er which blocks 
the d rain age. 
lf a child suffers from a chron ic 
n asal d ischarge, Doctor Wells sug - 
gests that irrigation of the nose 
may be helpful in some in stan ces; 
the use of heat lamps also may be 
of value; a suction pump may be 
u-ed to cause d rain age of the 
sin uses, which may help; u ltra ­ 
violet ray treatm en ts, as well as 
the electrical form of the tre a t­ 
men t kn own as d iathermy , may be 
tried . The use of d rops an d spray s 
has n ot been foun d of special 
v alue 
in the cases he has treated . 
Of course, when a child has a 
chron ic d ischarge from the n ose 
it is im portan t to have a careful 
stud y mad e to d etermin e, 
if pos­ 
sible, w hat is the cause. With re 
moval of the cause, the con d ition 
as a rule can be overcome.
